THE RUST IN WHEAT. 


The following remaiks fiom the Annual Ue- 


poit of'.he St. John's (N. 13.) Agricultural So- 
ciety, as to one of the causes of rust in wheat, 
aie thiown out rather as a supposition than 
opinion, with the view of exciting inquiry: 


The oni draws n u t r i m e n t from the 


earth by side roots, which spread over 
the ground. 
The wheat plant has simi- 


lar rootlets, but, in addition thereto, when 
uboiu lo head, sends clown a lap rooi 
into lhe earth, for the purpose, ii may be 
presumed, of procuring the additional 
n u t r i m e n t which its large, rich ear re- 
quires, ond this tap root has been known 
io extend lo lhe depth of four feel. 
We 


mav observe, lhal up to the time of send- 
ing clown the lap root, the wheat is the 
hardiest anu thriftiest of all the cereals, 
bul af'erwards the mosi liable to disease. 
This delicacy is accounted for, when we 
consider lhal land is generally undroined; 
thai no more than a few inches of soil 
pel lhe benefit of lhe sun, air and ma- 
nure ; and lhal therefore ihe rooi musi 
encounler, in its downward travel, noth- 
ing but disappointment. It comes in 
contact with the cold clay, or a sour, wet 
subsoil, turns back in despair, and dies. 
In accordance with the laws of nature, 
insects, or rusi, which is itself o fungus, 
or vegetable insect, comes to finish the 
work of devastation on the dying plum. 
The forlorn farmer roils at lhe climate 
nnd cries out lhal lhc wheat is killed by 
the rust, while, in fnct, il lias died from 
starvation—from the want of lhai food, 
which, as a provident h u & b a n d m n n , it 
was his duty to have provided for it.

But from 
the regions of the Upper Mississippi "it 
can be brought in any quantity. 


The money to be applied to the con- 


struction is lo come from the proceeds of 
the sales of the public lands.

annual revenue has been derived from 
that source. 
It may average three mil- 


lions one year with another. 
In propor- 


tion as the road advanced westwardly it 
would enhance the value of the lands, 
and cause increased sales ; but it is not 
neccessary to calculate specially upon 
this enhancement. 
The ordinary land 


revenue, if il should remain al its present" 
average, would be sufficient to carry the 
road forward with considerable rapidity.
